1 . TECHNICAL DISCUSSIONS WITH THAI ON AIT ARE CONTINUING, AS 
FOLLOWING COMMENTS INDICATE, IT IS TOO SOON FOR US TO 

ESTIMATE WHEN AGREEMENT CAN BE REACHED. WE BELIEVE IT IS ESSENTIAL 
TO PROCEED CAREFULLY ON THIS MATTER, WHICH HAS AN IMPORTANT 
BEARING ON THAI-U.S. RELATIONS. FOLLOWING ARE COMMENTS ON AND 
PROPOSED CHANGES TO DRAFT MOA TRANSMITTED REF C. 

2. RTARF HAS REQUESTED THAT WE CHANGE ALL REFERENCES TO SUPREME 
COMMAND HEADQUARTERS (FORWARD) AND SCHQ (FWD) TO SUPREME COMMAND 
HEADQUARTERS (SCHQ) WHEREVER THEY APPEAR. SCHQ (FWD) IS AN 
ELEMENT OF SCHQ. 
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3. IN PARA 1 OF REF C, CHANGE AMOUNT OF AMMUNITION FROM 14,480 
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SHORT TONS TO 14,500. AS FIGURE IS APPROXIMATE IN ANY CASE, 

BOTH SIDES BELIEVE THAT THREE SIGNIFICANT DIGITS ARE ADEQUATE. 

4. IN PARA 3, THAI ARE QUITE CONCERNED ABOUT PURCHASE SCHEDULE 
REQUIREMENTS, WHICH THEY FIND RIGID AND DEMANDING. THEY ARE 
STUDYING WAYS TO MEET THE SCHEDULE AND CAN BE EXPECTED TO MAKE 
A COUNTERPROPOSAL SHORTLY. 

5. CONCERNING PARA 5, THAI WISH TO DELETE LAST SENTENCE CONCERN- 
ING RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES, WHICH THEY FEAR WILL CAUSE INTERNAL 
POLITICAL PROBLEMS SIMILAR TO THOSE WHICH COMPLICATED PREVIOUS 
PHASES OF OUR NEGOTIATIONS. THEY TAKE THE POSITION THAT AIT 
PERSONNEL ARE JUSMAG PERSONNEL AND AS SUCH ALREADY HAVE THE RE- 
QUIRED RIGHTS. THEY SUGGEST THAT LAST SENTENCE READ AS FOLLOWS: 
"ALL U.S. PERSONNEL IN THAILAND IN SUPPORT OF THE AIT PROGRAM 
WILL BE ASSIGNED OR ATTACHED TO JUSMAGTHAI." MISSION CONCURS 

IN THIS FORMULATION. 

6. WORDS IN FIRST SENTENCE OF PARA 8 "RTARF AMMUNITION STORAGE 
DEPOT (KASD)'' SHOULD BE CHANGED TO "KORAT AMMUNITION 
STORAGE DETACHMENT (KASD)." 

7. THAI WISH TO CHANGE THIRD SENTENCE OF PARA 9 TO READ, 

"JUSMAGTHAI MAY, AFTER NOTIFICATION OF THE RTARF SCHQ, FROM 
TIME TO TIME WITHDRAW AIT STOCKS FROM THAILAND." WE HAVE NO 
OBIECTION TO THIS CHANGE. 

8. IN THE LAST SENTENCE OF PARA 12, WE AGREE THAT ADDING THE 
WORD "RETENTION" AFTER THE FIRST WORD IN THE SENTENCE WILL 
HELP TO CLARIFY WHICH COSTS ARE BEING DISCUSSED. 

9. WE BELIEVE LAST SENTENCE OF PARA 13 SHOULD BE DELETED AS 
REDUNDANT. WE HAVE SAID EXACTLY THE SAME THING IN THE LAST 
SENTENCE OF PARA 8. 

10. THE THAI PROPOSE CHANGING THE FIRST SENTENCE OF PARA 16 
TO READ, "THE U.S. AIT ACCOUNTABLE OFFICER AND THE RTARF KASD 
COMMANDER WILL CONDUCT A JOINT INVENTORY AND INFORM THE AID 
COORDINATING COMMITTEE IN WRITING OF THE ITEMS, QUANTITIES ON 
HAND AND CONDITION CODES OF THE AIT STOCK." WE CONCUR WITH

THIS CHANGE. THE JOINT INVENTORY IS OVER 50 PERCENT COMPLETE 
AT THIS TIME. 

1 1 . A PROBLEM WHICH CONTINUES TO BOTHER US IN THAT OF MAINTENANCE. 
ALTHOUGH NOT SPECIFICALLY ADDRESSED IN TEXT, PARA 3 OF COMMENTARY 
IN REF C STATES THAT RESPONSIBILITY FOR MAINTENANCE MUST RESIDE 
WITH USG AS LONG AS THE AMMUNITION IS USG-TITLED. JUSMAGTHAI 
SIMPLY HAS NO CAPABILITY FOR AMMUNITION MAINTENANCE. THE CURRENT 
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STOCK STATUS REPORTS REFLECT 99.6 PERCENT OF THE AIT STOCKS ARE IN 
A SERVICEABLE CONDITION AND 0.4 PERCENT IN A CONDITION CODE E 
(UNSERVICEABLE, LIMITED RESTORATION). IF IN THE FUTURE IT IS 
NECESSARY TO ESTABLISH AN AMMUNITION MAINTENANCE PROGRAM. TDY 
ASSISTANCE WILL BE REQUIRED. JUSMAG IS SUBMITTING SEPARATE 
MESSAGE ON MAINTENANCE PROBLEM THROUGH MILITARY CHANNELS. 

12. WE BELIEVE THE THAI ARE WORKING ON THE AIT PROBLEM IN GOOD 
FAITH. THEY WANT THE STOCKS BUT ARE SIMPLY HAVING FINANCIAL 
DIFFICULTY IN ARRANGING FOR PURCHASE. THEY FULLY UNDERSTAND 
THE AIT WILL NOT BE GIVEN TO THEM AND THAT THEY CAN ONLY ACQUIRE 
IT THROUGH PURCHASE. MISSION WILL ADVISE DEPARTMENT AS SOON AS 
WE CAN OBTAIN A CLEARER READING ON WHEN WE CAN EXPECT THE 
AGREEMENT TO BE CONCLUDED.
